THE FRENCH MILITARY 
. OPERATIONS. IN TONQUIN. 


INTERVIEWING TE GENERALS. 
BONTAL AND IIANOI AT ring PRESENT TIME. |

Haiduong, Fobruary 27th. © 
I have frequently, in former lotters, | 
touched upon tho gront difficulties that 
correapondonts hera have to contend with 
in their efforts to gat about the country to 
collect information and-sce what is going’ 
on at tho ‘various scattered posts occupied. 
by the French forces, At- tho present 
moment, whon tho movomoents and diapoai- 
tion of the troops ire of the greatest in- 
terest and importance, in view of the chiof 
event of thd campaign, tho difficulty of 
transit is increased, owing to the require: | 
ments of the military authorities for all 
availablo meana of transport in forwarding 
the new reinfurcomenta, munitions and 
stores -to the several starting points of the 
Bacninh expedition. The special corre- 
apondent of The Times has, howavor, BUCe 
ecedod, after considerable difficulty and at 
6 heavy. expenso, in chartering a steam 
Inunch to onable him more efluctually to 
collect and despatch intelligence of. the 
forthcoming oporatiens. Mer Culquhoun 
vory Kindly invited me to be hia conpagnon 
du voyage in a trip round to sumy of the 
more important posts eccupied by the 
French, and thus gave me an. opportunity of 
seeing many parts of tho delta which, up 
to-the present, werp a scaled book to other 
correspondents and myself. 
Tt would bo impowsible to give you any

Wo left Haiphong on tho afternoon of

wind being the order of tho day. We 
managed, howover, to get about a little 
on the morning of the 23rd, in spite 
of tho inclemency -of tho weather, 
and succéeded in interviewing tho now 
Commander-in-Chiof and General Bridre 
de Lilsle, which way ‘ona of the chief 
objects of our visit to Hanvi..

Aftor 
paying our reupects to the Colonel comman- 
ding axid visiting somo of tho officers of or ac- 
quaintanee, who reecived us mout hospitably, 
we mado'a hasty inapection of tho defeneus 
that still remained us at the timo of the 
caplure of the pagition. The villages which 
lay Letween the river aud tho first ne af 
entrenchiaenis have now been demolished 
by tho French, and dha trees and bambuo 
groves nlony the narrow road ent down and 
removed. ‘Iho first earthwork is situated 
abont hi)£a mile from the bank of thestrenin, 
after which tho route passos through a large 
village, which is still almost entirely deserted 
hy ita late inhabitants, and id whieh the 
houses bear unmistakeablo marka of the 
ordonlof tire through which they have pissed. 
Aftor passing this village the second line of 
fortifications have to bo pasacd, and, alittle 
farther on, a field, which was originally 
covered with a thick interlacing of hatnboos 


up to the dnwat surrounding the ‘utadel, 
crossed. only by a jiatrow bridye. “At this 
point the approach: to hu citadel was, at 
the titno of tho attack, so well fortified as to 
be almost impassable. twas a little to die 
West of thia, and at sume distance from the 
citadel, in the main street or ruad throngli 
the village uf Phue.tsi, thattha hardest light» 
ing touk place, on tho 15h Deer. Herumore 
than ove handed of the French soldiers 
fell while pressiaze on to the last entreneh. 
ment outside the Nel, ‘Phe whole plies 
has been much changed since the jetion, 
Villages have beou deuolished, trees and 
groves have been eut down to clear tho gite 
and wastea of bamboo brakes removed, but 
quite enough still remaing to show the 
great strength of the position and to justify 
fhe Chinusu and Aunamite inhabitants 
of the place in their bulief in the 
ipregnability of tho stronghold, Had tho 
garrison only been provided with wufliciont 
and good artillery and becn undivided 
among themeulves, it ia probable that 
tho French flag would not 
waved over the tower of ‘the — citadel 
without a much heavier loss than was sus- 
tained in the caplure of the post, tis, 
however, clear that the information obtained 
hy the French military authorities was 
pretty correct, asthe attack was cortuinly 
made an the most vulnorible point. 

The citadel of Sontai ia of intch more 
limited extent than that of Eanoi, but it ia 
constructed on vory similae lines,  ‘Lhoro 
aro within the walls, which aro surrounded 
by a moat, tho usyal royal pagoda, and 
tower, with a number of brick and aanil- 
stone houses’ and stares or inuguaincs, the 
‘latter having been well atocked with rica 
and other provisions. A little outside the 
citadel X was shown thd site of Lui Hany. 
fuxk’s suburban residence; tho house is now, 
however, razed to the ground, together 
with those around it. From the earthworks: 
on the West side of Sontai u beantiful view 
is obtained of the mountainous country 
which borders the Black Hiver,» It waa 
through one of the passes of this chain of 
mounting’ that the retroating army of 
Black Flags mado their eserpe after eva- 
cunting Sontai on the night of the Mth 
Dee. A recqnoaisance was mado by a 
force of ‘six hundred French troops from 
Sontai about a fortnight since in ‘this di- 
rection, when it was definitely doeided that 
the Black Flags had estublistied themselves 
at Hang-Hoa, against which place ‘no ope 
rations have yab been commenced, but will 
probably bo undortaken after the capture 
of Bacuinh, 

We learnt in Suntai that a column of 
infantry, consisting “of two battalions, was 
to march from there at an carly hour on 
the day after our arrival to Handi, to take 
part in the operations agninat Bueninh and 
received an olfer to accompany the de- 
tachment. As this, however, would have 
entailed a delay of two to three days we 
dagided to decline the offor, Sume af the 
officers of a company of marine infantry 
which had takon, an active part in thu enp- 
ture of Sontai wore much chagrined af 
being loft to garrison that post instead of 
joining the Bacninh brigade. Ono batallion 
only, with some artillery, were to bo left at 
Suntat. 

One of.the many tragic nceurrencen ingi: 
dental to campaigning happened a d 
two before ogy arrival at Bontai, A private 
af the Marcos, or Alyerian titailleurs, was, 
for some breach of discipline, ordered by 
his non-commissioned officer to four days’ 
prison, The sergeant had searcely uttered 
his order than the man Aut a cartridge into 
his rifle, and levelling hig weapon upon his 
sergeaul, shot him dead, romurking that 
fat least, he should nover give him four 
days’ prison again,’ The partioulars of the 
ease ] was unable to heur, but ‘cases ef tho 
kind are not infrequent in all armies 
during campaigning. It is generally, how. 
over, only after a long course of petty: 
tyranoy on the part uf a superior officer thit 
the ill-feeling culminates in sich a complete 
and reckiews réttibution. I heard that the 
unfortunate perpetrator of this act of ro- 
venge had beon condemned by court-martial 
“o-be shot the day wo loft Sontni, :

‘The wheels of the bogie sunk 
into the soft oarth, and about ten hours’ 
labour was expended in yetting tho car 
lifted by means of jacks, ‘Tho operation vf 
transporting tho carcase was not concluded 
till two o'clock on Sunday moruing-—twenty- 
four hours after the fish had been taken 
from the dock. At the conclusion of the 
operation an incident oevarred which, with: 
out reaching tho dignity of ihe previous 


all, A number of naphtha lanps had been 

used for shedding light on the work of 
getting the fish inat the yateway, and at 
the close these were storcd in ono of the 

: outhouses on the promises, Sou of the 
oil had been spilled and caught tire, which 
tapidly spread. Mr Wood and some 
assistants promptly throw 2° muuber of 
saturated cloths over the flaines, and for- 
tunately succeeded in quelling the fire, or 
the fish, which lad already been shot, 
drowned, and hanged at the crane, might 
havo missod its deatiny of boiling, by beiny 
prematurely roasted.
